After his mart iage, he brought his 
young brivlo of great beauty and 
accomplishment. behind him on 
horseback to Monticello, which they 
reached very late one night after they 
had ridden a great distance. Thev 
found their future home all h 
and got in after a knock at the door. 
It being a very cold night, tho learn 
ed man made a lire in his room with 
his own hands, the very day they 
were made one tlesh. So I was tola 
mebody. 

I want to say a word about Monti 
Cello, as 1 think it worth knowing. 
This Mr. Levy, an uncle of the 

present owner, bought Monticello at 
public auction. He was once a 

naval Commodore. He was a Jew, if 

I do not mistake. When he died, he 
left it in trust to the U. S. (J 
incut M a home for orphans of the 
naval people, sailors 1 lliink. The 
F. S. could not accept the tiitst. 
Then there was a lawsuit,, a long 
and ver\ mixed up affair, finally 

decided in favor of the Levya This. 

Mr. Jefferson Monticello Levy has 
just bought out the rest, and is 
now solo owner, and as proud 
as he cin be. He says no money 
could buy it from him. Hois a ver\ 
plain num. He has been rude to 
persons visitiug the place. Mo has 
made a pretty place of Monticello 
since his purchase. The remains of 
Thomas Jefferson are reposing there. 
His great grandson is a dignified deaf 
mute gentleman.
